RemarxaBie Cave.—The Reese River 
Reveille of Nov 27th, speaks of the fol- 
lowing remarkable discovery : 

From Lieutenant Tolls, who is now 
in this city, we learn that a remarkable 
cave has just been discovered in thie 
mountains, ten miles north of Fort Ru- 
by. He had heard about two months 
since that there was a large quantity of 
water issuing from the mountain in that 

vicinity, and determined, if possible, to 


| learn from whence it came, In company 


with several brothers officers from the 
Fort, he started out on a tour of inspec 
tion. On the side of the mountain they 
discovered u hole two feet wide and three 
and ahalf high, from which a sufficient 
quantity of water came torun @ good- 

| sized overshot wheel. Near by, and a 
short distance higher up, were two other 
i holes. They procured a skiff, and by 
turning it on its edge managed to get it 
in one of the upper holes and work -it 
down into the channel of water below. 

They then got in the boat and explored 
this strange lake and caye, The water 
was twenty feet in width and six in 
depth where they started in, with high 
walls cf limestone on either side ; but 
as the party, proceeded on their singular 
journey, it increased in size and grand- 
eur, and having ample supply of candles 
which. were lighted, it presented a_ mag- 

nifieent sight. The water. increased to 
the depth of twenty feet, and to one 
hundred in width, and was as clear as 
crystal. The bottom could be easily 
discerned with the light of of a single 
candle. Numerous sandbars were: seen 
in various places, the sand being fine 
and dark, The ceiling or arch is nearly 
fifty feet high, except in one place, where 
it comes down so near the water. that 
they had to stoop in order to get past it 
in the boat. They went in about half 
a mile, and found no indicatiens of com- 
ing to @ stopping place. They could 
find no bottom at that point. It is the 
intention of the Lieutenant to explore it 
further on his retutu. The atmosphere 
in the cave is mild aud pleasant, and a 


candle bnras brilliantly. This may 
‘Leventually prove to be as celebrated as 
the Mammoth Cave in Kentucky, and 
have its hundreds and thousands of ad- 
niring and curious visitors.
